Dear News;:—I1 send you a line, in 
according with my promise, of some 
matter of interest at present, in our 
aneient borough. 

The District Conference of the M. 
EF. Chureh, South, for the Hillsboro 
District assembied in this place yes- 
terday 22ud inst. Twenty-five dele- 

ates were present, which number 
ias been largely increased to-day. 
The sessions are held in the Method- 
ist church, at 94 A. M., and 34 P. M. 
withasermon at night. Presiding 
Kider Rev. L. L. Hendren opened 
the Conference with prayer, and 
scriptural readings. The morning 
session of Thursday was occupied ii 
the appointment of Committees. The 
Rey. C. C. Dodson was made Chair- 
man of Committee on Memoirs, and 
Jas. Southgate, Esq., of Committee 
on Finance. 

The afternoon session Was spert in 
hearing the statements of lay dele- 
gates from the various stations and 
circuits, in regard to their spiritual 
condition and general welfare, and 
many interesting accounts were 
given, and mueh light thrown upon 
the state of the church. 

At night the Rev. J. T. Gaitis 
preached the opening sermon to a 
very largeand attentivecongregation. 
The subject was the office and char- 
acter of the Holy Ghost. 

To-day (Friday) — more dele- 
gates have reported, and many are in 
attendance from the surrounding 
section. The examination of the 
condition of the yarious churches 
was continued.

It 
is composed of young gentlemen of 
the place, and we are glad to know 
that they are succeeding happily in 
this excellent work. 

Next week we shall creet the Ral- 
eizgh Convocation of the Protestant 
Episcopol Chureh, which holds its 
session at St. Bartholomew's Church 
on the 28th, 29ch and 30th.
